The diplomat said the-—only 
solution for .the situation was to 
make the country an independent 
state where Jews and Arabs can 
ive together under the same 
form of democratic government. 

LONDON (Retuter}—Britain’s 
Parliamentary Labor Party today 
was placed in a position of some 
embarrassment by Foreign Secre- 
tary Bevin's décision to refer the 
Palestine problem to the United 
Nations without modifying the 
procedure of the white paper of 
1939. 

The Labor Party-én the gen 
eral election of 1945 pledged it- 
self to the repeal of the white 
paper policy, which restricted 
Jewish immigration to Palestine 
and to aiding the cause of. the 
Jewish national home 

The party contains some lead- 
ing British Zionists. These ele- 
ments-are likely to be vocal at a 
private meeting of -the Pariia- 
mentary Labor Party.

Housewives voted homemaking 
enjoyable and -interesting to 
about the same extent as the 
average of all occupations. 

What constitutes work 
faction? 

Following the above question, 
the same persons were asked: 
“Have you~ any special reason 
for feeling this way about your 
work?” 

Explanation most frequently 
given by those who enjoy their 
work: “It’s my choice-as a ca- 
reer,” reveals that satisfaction 
arises in most cases from interest 
in the occupation, dealing as it 
does with “What I've 
Nked.”

Claim Powerful 
Monopoly Behind 
License Refusal 


VANCOUVER (CP)) 
of the Veterans’ Brewery (Hold 
ing) Ltd. who have been re- 
fused a license by the provincial 
cabinet to operate a brewery in 
British Columbia, told a press 
conference here Tuesday night 
they would “tell all” they knew 
about a “sinister and all-powerful 
1,0nopoly” which was respon- 
sible for their failure te secure a 
brewery license 

The officials said 70 veterans 
of the Second World War had 
scraped together $50,000 for the 
capitalization of their company 

When they approached the lat« 
Attorney-General R. L. Maitland 
in January, 1946, they said he 
told them: “I am not in favor of 
monopolies, If you have a bona 
fide offer . . . you have my ap 
proval.” 

But they said that when Mr 
Maitland died the next Attorney 
General, Gordon Wismer, told 
them: “It would fot be advisable 
to grant further licenses of this 
nature...” 


ASK FULLER EXPLANATION 


Unwilling to have their request 
“refused without any valid rea- 
son,” the veterans instructed 
their counsel, F. Drewe Pratt, 
to demand a fuller explanation. 

They said Provincial Secretary 
George Pearson then wrote 
them: “The government is of the 
opinion that the granting of such 
@ request would not be in, the 
public Interest at the present 
time.” 

“This has gone beyond the 
question of whether or not we 
will be allowed to establish a 
brewery,” Treasurer R. L. Nyb- 
lett told newsmen. “Tt has be- 
come a question of private enter- 
prise versus monopoly.”
